“T often say, Thank Heaven 
for the East, which has a differ- 
ent sense of values and probably

“That is what the East can give 
to the West, in free and fair ex- 
change between the two. 

Sir Hughe added that he had 
been greatly impressed during his 
visit (yesterday morning) to the 
University of Hong Kong, especi- 
ally with the opportunity it offer- 
ed to young men to bring about 2 
change in spirit in the world, and 
help to form a higher view of 
life. ‘ 

Concluding, His Excellency said: 
Many of us are members of what 
is usually called the British Em- 
pire, but which I prefer to know 
as the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. 

Britain's Ideals 

We -atand for certain ideals of 
which we are proud, which we are 
sure cannot impinge upon anyone 
else’a rights, In so standing, we 
like to feel the sympathy of those 
who can associate themselyes with 
those ideals, for that is the only 
way we can do good and set an 
example throughout the world. 

Those ideals were well express- 
ed by the Inte Lord Balfour some 
ten years ago. I cannot remember

are our lifeblood; peace, honour 
and justice are our creed. 

That is a creed which should 
be remembered.

The wonderful story which this season reminds us 
of, —- and how wonderful-it seems when we hear the simple but 
magnificent words read over again! — is really the drama of 
human life; endlessly reborn, endlessly struggling, endlessly 
hoping, because hope is nothing less than life itself. 

It is a pity that the broad: human aspect of it all is not more 
It is impressive to think of the festival 
being: celebrated to-day in Soviet Russia with greater freedom 


* ‘than‘has been possible for nearly twenty years, and the freedom 
- beings at once availed. of by men who have felt.that something 


had gone out of their lives in the years of suppression: in 
Mexico churches that have been shut up under guard have once 
more been opened to all comers: in Spain there must be thou- 
sands who will observe the day with a sigh for the great gap 
between its significance and their actual circumstances. But the 
company of the observers is still insignificant compared with 
the great company of those who as men and women might have 
comfort from it and yet are still shut off by impalpable barriers 
of prejudice and ignorance. For the forces of Death are in man 
himself, and not in his physical environment. 

Nothing is more unfashionable at’ the moment, — more apt 
to urouse suspicion of sentimentality and hypocrisy, — than any 
reference to Humanity. It is simply not done. We hear plenty 
about loyalty to class, to Nation, to Race, — nothing is said 
about what ought not to be done simply because the effect will 
be the misery or death of some man who has no claim upon us 
except that he is a man. We shall have to face the fact that 
that particular precept is less observed than it has ever been. 
Even at the risk of repetition we must point out that the war 
that started nearly twenty years ago has not yet been finished. 
The new weapons that were brought into use had the new 
characteristic of being indiscriminate (in their action, and the 
result has been a new callousness and recklessness. In Spain 
the struggle between two classes of the same nation as to which 
of them was to govern has led to the introduction of Moors from 
one part of Africa,.and now to the shipment of Sudanese from 
another part. They can have no interest whatever in the result, 
for neither side would tolerate government by these forces. It 
is a reversal of the tradition of centuries, If the dropping of 
bombs on women and children is allowable, it seems as though 
the use of any human instrument of slaughter must be less 
heinous. The old tradition is at the bottom of the protest made 
by the French Foreign Minister against the further introduction 
of troops, and the consciousness of treachery to it is the cause of 
the Duce’s sudden outburst of wild words. We read talk of 
“non-intervention” and similar abstract and colourless words. 
What is really at stake is Christendom itself. Europe is slip- 
ping back into the abyss from which a long struggle had salvaged 
her, and at the moment it docs not look as if anything was ro- 
cognised as worthy of note except force.in its most ruthless and 
inhuman forms. ; : 

The mistake is an old one, and was condemned long ago in 


.the words, “He that taketh the sword shall perish by the sword.” 


The impulse to use all means of conquest regardless of respect 
for humanity as such is indulged in forgetfulness that the same 
means may be used by the enemy. When the Germans used gas 
they forgot that the prevailing wind.in Flanders was West to 
East, and the casualty statistics show: that they lost more than 
1 el which’ led to unwise 
terms of peace at Versailles was largely thu result of the “un- 
restricted” submarine. And so the seesaw goes on, while the 
rest of the world looks on and watches Europe disintegrate. Men

All the ‘old distrusts ‘and 
mutual suspicious have been 
revived in all their bitterness, 
with an unmistakably grave 
worsening of the European poli- 
tical situation as the inevitable 
outcome.

Mitk is dargely protein and 
should be classed asa food and 
not as a drink, It is a most de- 
strable food, easily digested and 
ean be taken in moderation with 
almost any other food, It is not 
a good idea, however, to drink 
with meat because it has a ten- 
dency to delay digestion of the 
meat until the milk is digested. 

Fruita that are aciduous 
should be eaten only with pro- 
tein, meals. Fresh vegetable 
salads should yo with starchy 
foods and can also be eaten 
with protein meals, 


‘These Simple Rules Will 
Help You 


To summar all that has 
gone before let us lay down a 
series of a dozen don'ts to be ob- 
served in reducing weight, 

1, Don’t cat proteins and star- 
ches at the same meal. Vary 
your selection of foods, but 
reduce the total amount, * 
Don’t ent more than one 
starchy food at the same 
meal, 

, Don't eat white flour breads, 
pastries, sauces, cakes. 
Don’t , overeat, no matter 
what you eat. Reduce the 
total amount of fat produc- 
Ing foods, ; , 
Don't eat rich desserts or 
large amounts of candy, 
Don't ent fried foods of any 
kind, 

Don’t wash food down with 
copious drinks of water. 
Don’t drink too much water 
while your stomach is di- 
vesting food but drink plenty 
between meals, 

Don’t swallow your food un-' 
til it is thoroughly masticat- 
ed.

He admita that the vari- 
ous reforms that have been pro- 
jected have not materlalized ca- 
cording to stop-clock . precision, 
but it is clear that the Government 
is moving in a direction which is 
just as sure, just as certain of 
achievement as any reconstruc- 
tion plan in any part of the world.
